BRUSSELS RAILWAY DISASTER. 


A TERRIBLE railway accident, attended by very 
serious loss of life, occurred last Saturday morning 
on the line between Brusselsand Luxemburg, closetoa 
smallstationcalled Gronendael, about fifteen minutes” 
run from Brussels. The train which left Brussels 
for Namur at half-past nine o’clock ran off the rails, 
and dashed itself with terrific violence against the 
pillar of a foot-bridge which there crosses the line, 
oversetting the pillar and bringing down the bridge 
on to the top of the forepart of the train. 

The train was, as usual on Sundays, crowded, 
and the ground was strewn with dead and dying. 
‘Lhe engine driver's body lay headless. One young 
man who escaped saw his affianced bride killed by 
his side. An officer of the Marine was among the 
killed. No fewer than fourteen persons were taken 
out dead from the wreckage of the carriages, and as 
many as fifty injured, several of them mortally.

was resumed at the Royal Courts of Justice on Tues- 
day, when the Attorney-General made the welcome 
announcement that for the present he had done with 
the purely agrarian part of the case, and was able to 
go on with the evidence relative to the alleged con- 
nection between the League and the extreme Irish 
party in the United States. His first witness was a 
dapper, neatly-dressed gentleman of forty-eight years 
of age, who stated that his name was T homas Philip 
Leach, and that he was born at Colchester, in this 
country; but that when he went to the States, just 
after the outbreak of the Civil War, he took the 
name of Lecaron. He enlisted in the Federal Army 
in 1861, and attained the rank of Major. After that 
war he took part in the orgunisation for the pro- 
jected invasion of Canada by the 

j FENIAN BROTHERHOOD, 
and held the position of Military Organiser for the 
whole of the States. The last attempt on the 
Dominion territory was made in 1870, and proved 
a “miserable failure.” According to his own 
statement, the witness was all the time com- 
municating every detail of the organisation to 
the Canadian Government. He knew Mr. J. J. 
O’Kelly, M.P., having first met him at the 
House of Commons in the year 1881. Mr. 
Lecaron was, subsequently to 1870, practising as a 
doctor of medicine in Chicago and elsewhere, but 
still maintained his connection with Fenianism, and 
kept the British Government informed of all that 
was being done in connection with it. He became a 
member of the United Brotherhood, and was also 
connected with Clan-na-Gael. 
DAVETT ATTENDED, 
Lecaron sat, the Convention of the Clan-na-Gael, 
held at Tewkesbury, Pennsylvania, in 1879. In 
1881 M». Parnell and Mr. Dillon visited America, 
and the arrangements for their tour were entirely in 
the hands of the leaders of the Clan-ne-Gael. Wit- 
ness was introduced to 
MR. PARNELL BY EGAN 
in the latter part of April, 1881, in the lobby of 
the House of Commons, but nothing important then 
passed. Witness stated that Mr. Parnell said to 
him, “Doctor, I have long since ceased to believe 
that anything but force of arms will ever bring about 
the redemption of Ireland."

THE BRADFORD MURDER. 


Tun inquest on the body of the boy John Gill, 
who was murdered at Manningham, near Bradford, 
was resumed at Bradford on Monday. James Gaze, 
ticket-collector at Manningham, gave evidence as to 
seeing the deceased boy on the morning when the 
murder is supposed to have been committed in com- 
pany with the milkman Barrett, who, since the in- 
quest was opened, has been charged with the murder, 
but was discharged by the Magistrates. Wilson 
Riley, an employé at the Manningham Dairy, gave an 
account of Barrett’s movements aud demeanour from 
the Thursday to the Saturday. Further evidence 
having been given, the Coroner summed up, ìn a 
speech which occupied close on three hours. After 
an absence of over an hour, the jury returned into 
court, twelve of the fourteen jurors finding a verdict 
of wilful murder against Barrett. 
MUSWELL-HILL BURGLARY. 

Lysrer, Burdett, and Clarke, who are charged with 
housebreaking and attempted murder at Muswell- 
hill, were further remanded by the Highgate 
Magistrates last Monday, Mr. George Atkin, the 
wounded son of the occupier of the house, not being 
yet sufficiently recovered to be able to give evidence.

Mn. TROUTBECK, Coroner for Westminster, opened 
an inquest at the Charing-cross Hospital on Mon- 
day, concerning the death of a charwoman named 
Connorton, who died from a revolver shot fired 
by a waiter named Halliday, while she was 
walking along Northumberland - street on Friday 
evening, last week. When arrested, the man pro- 
tested that the weapon had exploded accidentally.

The portrait of Prince Rudolph on the 
resent page will recall the face and figure of his 
mperial Highness to many Englishmen who saw 
him during the visit he paid to this country some 
ten years ago. As fond of horsemanship as his 
illustrious mother, Prince Rudolph was a skilful 
rider, as his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales 
had plenty of opportunity of testing during his 
stay in Austria last autumn. The young Austrian 
Prince was a man of such popular. sympathies 
and such enlightenment, and of so. genial a 
nature, that universal regret has been expressed 
at his untimely death. 


QUEEN VICTORIA’S TRIBUTE. 


Her Majesty the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales were prompt to “ wire ” their condolences 
to the sorrowing Imperial Family at Vienna. 
Her Majesty, in addition, caused it to be stated 
in the Court Circular issued at Osborne on the 
last day in January that— 


The Queen and Empress Frederick, as well as all the 
members of the Royal family, received, "with the deepest 
concern, yesterday afternoon, the terrible news of the 
sudden death of the Crown Prince of Austria, for whom 
they entertained sincere friendship, and whose Consort is 
a cousin of her Majesty, being the daughter of the King 
of the Belgians. 


The Lord Chamberlain directed that Court 
Mourning should be worn in the United King- 
dom from Jan. 31 to Feb. 14. 


"JIS: LIFE. 


The Archduke Rudolph Francis Charles Joseph, 
Prince Imperial of Austria, Prince Royal of 
Hungary and of Bohemia, &c., was born on 
Aug. 21, 1858, and has therefore died in his 
thirty-first year. When he was six years old his 
education was entrusted to General Gondre- 
court, who was so reprehensibly strict and such 
a military pedant that he did not allow the 
young Prince sufficient sleep. A change was 
made, and the Crown Prince committed to 
the care of Count Latour. All his masters are 
unanimous in praises of his intellect and 
his love of learning. Before he was well 
in, his teens, he learnt Hungarian, French, 
English,’ and Italian perfectly, and enough of 
Czech, Polish, and several Slavonic idioms to 
make himself understood. He was taught some- 
thing of all the sciences; the first Professors 
from the University being called to instruct him. 
At this time Prince Rudolph’s love for sport first 
showed itself. “He hunted along the whole course 
of the Danube, studying the peculiarities: of 
various animals so thoroughly that he wrote a 
book upon the bear in Transylvania, the chamois 
in the Styrian Mountains, and the deer in Lower 
Austria. 

His military duties began in 1878, when, as 
Colonel of the Prague Infantry Regiment, he 
resided at the Castle Hradschin. The Crown 
Prince’s mind was lately entirely taken up by 
these duties, as he was made Inspector-General 
of all the Infantry Regiments, so that not much 
time was left for his beloved sport. He was sin- 
cerely attached to the Prince of Wales, and 
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autumn, to go to London in the spring. Very 


| great hopes were attached to his person, and 


regrets were general that he had no son. Of 
course these regrets are now intensified since he 
has disappeared from the scene of action. 

“A TRUE VIENNESE.” 

We are told by a particularly well-informed 
Correspondent that Prince Rudolph was a great 
favourite. throughout the Austro - Hungarian 
Empire, but that his popularity was greatest in 
Vienna, where every child knew him, and where 
he passed for a true Viennese, imbued, heart and 
soul, in the traditions, customs, and ideas of the 
inhabitants. His extreme amiability, to which 
the Prince of Wales, amongst others, paid a 
| warm tribute, was truly Viennese. His gaiety, 
| his love of the dance, of music, of folklore, of 
| the national airs, and of the theatre was equally 
| marked. He would visit public balls—amongst 


| others, the annual Press Ball—and was at home 
amid all surroundings. He promoted trade and

HIS LOVE FOR HIS FATHER. 

One of his chief characteristics, besides kind- 
ness and generosity, was his love for his father. 
He once said, “I think a man cannot have a 
greater piece of luck than possess a father to 
whom he looks up with pride and love.” He 
enjoyed discussing metaphysical problems, and 
when told by a firm believer in the transmigra- 
tion of souls that his soul had no doubt lived in 
Maximilian I. and Joseph II., he said, “I 
should be well satisfied if you were right.” 

PRINCE RUDOLPH'S MARRIAGE 

LIFE, 

like the course of true love, did not run smooth. 
He would have preferred private life to succession 
to the Throne; and he was not o'er anxious to 
marry. The Crown Princess Stéphanie, who is 


twenty-four years of age, and was married to 
him in 1881. Their only child is a daughter— 
Princess Elizabeth, five years old—who is a great 
favourite with the Emperor. His Majesty plays 
with his little grand-daughter like a child, and 
the happiness he takes away with him from the 
interviews with her, it is said, is visible on his 
face for hours and sometimes for days. 


HIS TRAGIC DEATH. 


It was at first reported that Prince Rudolph 
had suddenly died. from apoplexy at his shooting- 
box at Meyerling on Wednesday morning, Jan.31. 
But this rumour was disbelieved, and was soon 
contradicted. "The official Wiener Zeitung on 
Friday week published the following statement 
concerning the cause of the Crown Prince 
Rudolph's death :—“ The information given by 
us yesterday concerning the terrible calamity of 
the Crown Prince Rudolph’s death was based 
upon reports from personages belonging to the 
entourage of the departed Prince given under 
the overwhelming impression produced by the 
fatal occurrence. These personages, after having 
the door of the bedroom forced open, found, on 
entering, the Crown Prince lying lifeless in his 
bed. Upon this first impression was founded the 
information received in Vienna, and the pre- 
sumption that the death was due to apoplexy. 
Those present dispatched an urgent telegram to 
Vienna summoning Professor Dr. Widerkofer to 
Meyerling, whither he proceeded by the next 
train. 

““The Professor made an examination forth- 
with, and found in the head of the deceased a 
large wound, the pericranium and skull bones 
being partially shattered. This wound, which 
must have caused instant death, was found to 
have been caused by a bullet, and by the side of 
the bed, close to the Crown Prince’s right hand, 
lay a revolver, one chamber of which, it was dis- 
covered, had been discharged. ‘The position of 
the weapon left no doubt that the Prince had met 
with his death by his own hand. As the Prince’s 
servants were lodged in the adjoining houses, 
and as the Prince’s personal attendant, having 
been directed by his Imperial Highness to make 
arrangements for a shooting excursion, had left 
the house for a short time the report of the 
weapon could not be heard by anyone. 

“ A commission was immediately dispatched 
to Meyerling, with instructions to draw up a 
protocol recording the facts of the case and the 
attendant ‘circumstances. We cannot conceal 
the fact that several persons in the immediate 
entourage of the Prince perceived in his Imperial 
Highness’s manner during the past few weeks 
various indications of morbid nervous excitement, 
so that the view must be adhered to that this 
terrible event was the outcome of temporary 
mental derangement. Moreover, we consider it 
necessary to state that the Crown Prince had for 
some time previously frequently complained of 
headache, which he himself attributed to a fall 
from his horse last autumn. This was, however, 
kept secret by the express command of his 
Imperial Highness." 

The Emperor and Empress and Princess 
Stéphanie were overwhelmed with grief. The 
remains were taken to Vienna, and lay in state in 
the Crown“ Prince’s study; the funcral taking 
place on Tuesday. 


“CHERCHEZ LA FEMME!” 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily News 
telegraphed late on Sunday night:—“ A great 
sensation has been caused here by the death of a 
beautiful young lady, a Baroness. Although the 
event occurred during Tuesday night (the night 
of the Crown Prince’s death), it was not known 
until to-day. The young victim took poison, but 
not in her father’s house, nor in Vienna, but at 
Meyerling, where the Crown Prince committed 
suicide. The two acts seem to have been almost 
simultaneous.” 

“ One story (says the Berlin correspondent of 
the same-paper) is that the Crown Prince was 
deeply in love with a young unmarried lady of 
the aristocracy, and that his love was returned, 
that stormy scenes ensued between the Crown 
Prince and his parents, and also an interview 
between the Prince and two relations of the lady, 
and that he considered death as the only way of 
escape consistent with honour.” 


' SUCCESSION TO THE THRONE. 


We give a_Portrait of the Archduke Charles 
Louis, the Emperor's brother, who is said on 
Friday week to have renounced his rights of 
succession to the crowns of Austria and Hung- 
ary in favour of his eldest son, Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand. After the oaths had been 
taken the Emperor summoned his new heir- 
presumptive, Archduke Francis, and remained 
closeted with him for an hour. Archduke 
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Francis Ferdinand, the future Emperor of 
Austria, is a son of Archduke Charles Louis's 
second marriage with Princess Maria Annon- 
ciata, daughter of Ferdinand II., King of the 
Two Sicilies. He was born at Gratz in 1863, and 
is a Major in the 4th Dragoon regiment. A few 
years ago he inherited the large fortune of his 
relative, the Grand Duke of Modena, and in so 
doing took the name of Este. He has now re- 
nounced the fortune and name in favour of his 
brother, Archduke Otho. Archduke Francis is 
unmarried. 


into Clonmel jail, on the following Thursday 
morning, he was, in accordance with the regula- 
tions, requested to undress and don prison 
clothes. This he refused to do, and the warders, 
therefore, stripped him, he resisting desperately. 
His beard was also cut off, in accordance with 
prison regulations. Mr. O’Brien was much 
exhausted by his struggles, and the officials 
sent for a priest. Hardly, however, had the 
officials left him than Mr. O’Brien stripped off 
the objectionable prison suit and remained in his 
shirt for several hours, and was chiefly occupied 
pacing up and down his cell. At five o'clock a 
quilt, blanket, and sheet were furnished to him, 
and he passed the night covered with these on 
the ordinary plank bed. On the Friday morning 
the doctor saw him and ordered a mattress to be 
put above the planks. Mr. O’Brien was sup- 
plied with brown bread and milk for breakfast. 
He refused to eat the bread, but drank the milk. 
The hon. member was on Saturdry last visited 
by Alderman Hackett, J.P., who found the hon. 
gentleman in bed, and by Mr. Condon. On the 
representations of these gentlemen, Dr. Hewit- 
son gave a deputation which subsequently visited 
him an assurance that no further attempt would 
be made to force the prison clothes on Mr. 
O’Brien. 

Dr. O'Farrell, the physician to the Prisons 
Board, arrived in Clonmel from Dublin on Mon- 
day morning for the purpose of making a medical 
examination of Mr. O’Brien. Dr. O' Farrell said 
he would order nourishing food to be supplied to 
Mr. O’Brien, and he invited a suggestion as to 
what kind of dietary should be substituted for 
the bread and milk. Mr. O’Brien declined to 
avail himself of any concession, but asked that he 
should be treated as a first-class misdemeanant, 
or else that a distinct class for political prisoners 
should be created, and that no attempt should 
be made to enforce degrading and revolting 
regulations. On Tuesday Mr. O’Brien won. His 
own clothes were returned to him, and he was 
provided with an arm-chair.

THE DUKE IN SPAIN. 


We give a Portrait of the infant King Alfonso 
of Spain (two years and nine months old), as 
H.R.H. the Duke of Cambridge, Commander- 
in-Chief of the British military forces, is said by 
the New York Herald to have had the honour of 
dining with his youthful Majesty in Madrid, on 
Saturday last.

On the 2nd inst., the Duke 
visited the Military Barracks, and expressed 
himself greatly pleased with the Spanish soldiers. 
H.R.H. embarked at Malaga on board the British 
ship Iron Duke to be conveyed to Gibraltar.

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THE BURGLARY SEASON. 


THE GREAT JEWELLERY ROBBERY 
AT RAMSLADE HOUSE, 

the charming country seat of Mr. Henry White, 

Secretary of the United States Legation in Lon- 

don, has quickly followed the Muswell-hill 

burglary. This robbery, perpetrated on Thurs- 

day se'nnight, has occasioned such widespread 


interest that we depict Ramslade House from a 

hotograph by Mr. Hall, of Wokingham. Mr. 
haky White will long remember the eve 
of the departure of his chief, Mr. Phelps, for 
America, as the occasion selected by daring 
and expert burglars to break into his beautiful 
country house near Bracknell, between Windsor 
and Ascot, and to carry away a large part of the 
valuable jewels belonging to his wife. This was 
done while Mr. and Mrs. White, and their 
family, were in the drawing-room talking after 
dinner, and while the servants were about the 
place; but the work was accomplished so quietly 
and expeditiously that no one in the house heard 
the slightest noise, or had the faintest suspicion 
that anything unusual had occurred until the 
thieves had gained sufficient time either to have 
caught a train to London or driven a good way 
from the locality. The method adopted by 
the miscreants, who no doubt were armed 
and prepared to shoot down remorselessly 
anyone who might have interfered with 
them, is the one occupants of country houses 
should now have become familiar with, and 
regarding which Mr. Monro, Chief Com- 
missioner of Metropolitan Police, issued a 
warning some weeks ago. It was a repetition of 
what took place at Taplow Court, at Bristol, at 
Bournemouth, and at Muswell-hill, save that in 
the latter case the thieves got little booty, but 
used their firearms. The burglars brought with 
them a ladder which they found in a not distant 
shed, hid in the shrubbery until they supposed the 
family were in the dining or drawing room and 
the servants in the kitchen, then raised the 
ladder to a dressing-room window, went straight 
to where the jewels were, and then noiselessly 
made their exit. 

Ramslade House, which Mr. White has in- 
habited for two or three years, is a fine castellated 
mansion, standing in a large expanse of private 
grounds, about half a mile from the village of 
Bracknell, the next station westward of Ascot, 
on the London and South-Western Railway. 
‘he robbery was not discovered until about five 
minutes before eleven o'clock on the Thursday 
night, when Mr. White went to his room. Much 
surprised to find the door locked, and thinking 
that something must be wrong, he shouted for 
Pope, the butler. Mrs. White heard him, and 
ran up-stairs to see what was the matter. In- 
stinctively she went into her room to ascertain 
that the jewel-case was safe, but found that the 
thieves had been before her, and that qa jewels 
were gone.

SHE WAS AN ANGEL OF MERCY. 


The Halifax Morning Herald (Nova Scotia, Canadaxpf Oct. 8, 1888, contains the following interesting letter :— 


Pathetic Narrative by a Steam-ship Fireman.—His Sufferings in a Foreign Hospital.—Manly Gratitude 
to his Mysterious Benefactor. 


Mx. Eprror,—It may seem like presumption in 
me to write a letter for publication, as I am but a 
poor workman without education. But while I was 
ill in the Victoria Hospital at Halifax, and given up 
to die by the doctors, a lady came to me and gave 
me a medicine that cured me. I don’t know her 
name or where she lives. An angel from heaven 
couldn’t have done more for me. I want this letter 
printed in hopes that she may, by chance, see it and 
know I am well and remember her. When she reads 
the following history of my case she will recognise 
me as the poor dying man she saw in that hospital 
and know that I have not forgotten her great good- 
ness to me. 

Glasgow, Sept. 10, 1838. RICHARD WADE. 
HIS PERSONAL STATEMENT. 

“I am not used to writing and may not be able 
to make the reader take the same interest in my 
story as I do myself. But I feel it my duty to lay 
it before the public, and all I need to say in advance 
is that what I am going to place on record is the 
pure and simple truth—I have nothing to gain by 
altering a single fact. 

“My name is Richard Wade, and I live at 
No. 18, North-street, Anderston, Glasgow, where I 
pen these words. For the past fourteen years I have 
been sailing out of the port of Glasgow as fireman 
on different lines of steam-ships. For six years I 
was in the Anchor Line Mail Steamers between 
Glasgow and New York, but for the most of the 
time I have been on steamers in the Bombay and 
Calcutta, China, and South American trades.
